Get Tangled. 


DENIES THINGS 


Alva Eakins Testifies Paul Said "0, 


God!" When Told What Was 


Saved From Fire. 


WIFE CONFIRMS TESTIMONY 


Rug and Stool, Alleged by Defense to 


be Spotted With Human Blood, 


Exhibited. 


Philos Cuthbertsou, the negro farm 


laborer, who together with the de- 
fendant Paul Harris, was the last 
known person to leave Ashland farm 
Tuesday morning, March 12. and who 
is the State's star witness, was on 
the witness stand in the trial in which 
Paul Harris is being tried for the 
murder of his mother, all morning 
and part of the afternoon today. 


He stuck to the facts, in the main, 


in the cross examination, as given iu 
the direct examination. He was not 
easily confused by the dei'eudaut's 
attorneys who examined him closely 
and severely. On the whole the negro 
was counted a gocd witness. 


The defense asked Cuthbertson j 


questions concerning statements he 
made contrary to those made before 
the coroner and on the witness stand 
today. In each case he Denied that 
he had jnade such statements. The 
defense will later introduce evidence 
to prove that he made such state- 
ments and in this way attempt to im- 
peach the State's chief witness. 


The negro was slightly confused 


once when Mr. Spaan of the defense 
questioned him about his refusal to 
give the facts in the case when he 
was taken to the offices of the de- 
fendant's eounsel. The negro mum- 
bled something about "being on the 
other side and that he did not want 
to say anything so you fellows would 
tangle him up." 
The defense took 


immediate advantage of his assertion 
about being on the other side. 


Alva Eakins, a neighbor of L. B. 


Harris, his wife and Warder Wyatt 
were other witnesses this afternoon. 
Mr. Eakins told a straightforward 
.story which was practically confirm- 
ed by Mrs. Ealring. 


The court room was crowded to- 


day, and many people were refused, 
admittance by the court bailiff who is 
at the dooor constantly. Laughter 
was not tolerated for a moment by 
Judge Blair. He threatened to clear 
the court room once this afternoon. 
The trial will continue Decoration day 
as usual.. 


Cnth'bertson was on the stand a 


few moments after 
dinner. 
The 


State then introduced parts of' the 
coroner's inquest testimony. E. K 
Adams read the testimony of Paul 
Harris at the coroner's inquest. 


Grand Jury TestJMny. 


It was in effeet that and Cnth- 


bertson left the house that momtng 
soon after 9:30 o'clock; that he and 


the ner« passed the mail man near 
Zorne's bridge; that he told the ne- 
gro he bought a gun for his own use 
and gave it to his mother; that he 
bade his mother goodbye while they 
stood in the sitting room; that she 
prepared the laundry in his presence 
and'he saw no bloody clothes; that 
his mother had always told him the 
farm was his at her death, and that 
it had been arranged the night before 
for his father to have a share of the 
farm because he wanted to protect 
him; that a bucket fell 
down the 


stairs which accounted for the noise 
and that he had alway*-feared some 
trouble would come from the fluctu- 
ating natural gas. 


At this point Spaan of the defense 


attempted to introduce the testimony 
of Philos Cuthbertson before 
the 


grand jury but the State objected be- 
cause it was not introduced just af- 
ter Cuthbertson-left the stand. The 
defense wanted this introduced while 
this testimony was fresh in the minds 
of . the jurors. 
The objection was 


sustained. 


Alva Eakins Testifies.. 


Alva Eakins,who lives a short dis- 


tance from Ashland farm, told what 
he saw at the fire. He told of the' 
things that were saved from the blaze 
and-of seeing the rug from the sit-j 
ting room and the piano stool in the 
back yard after the fire. 


The witness said the walls caved in 


about.2:30 that afternoon. 'lie said 
he was at Ashland farm- the next ' 
day when some bits of bones were 
found. Mr. Eakins testified parts of 
boues which he knew to be from the 
skull, jaw and ankle were found. 


While moving goods saved from the 


fire, Mr. Eakins saw two red spots, 
about two inches in diameter on the 
rug from the sitting room, according 
to his testimony. He said there were 
other snail red spots on the rug 
also. 


Mr. Eakins testified he saw red 


spots on the piano stool, and while 
moving it, got something red en his 
hand, which he wiped ofi with a rag. 


Rug Shown to Jury. 


The rug was exhibited to the jury 


and identified by the witness. The 
piano stool top was also exhibited 
and identified by Mr. Eakins. 


The witness 'said he 
nailed ~ the 


furniture, the rub and piano stool in- 
cluded in the buggy shed the night of 
the fire and the next day took the rug 
and stooland a few other things to 
his house. 


The State began to show by testi~ 


mony it was the same rug taken from 
the fire; but the defense said it was 
willing to make its admission a mat- 
ter of record that it was the same 
rug as well as the same piano stool 


Mr. Eakins told of a conversation 


with' Paul after the fire. In reply to 
a question from Paul, Mr. Eakins 
told Paul' of the things saved from 
the fire,'-according to his testimony. 


He testified that Paul said "O 


6«dJ" when told what had been saved 
from the flames. 


The witness said Paul asked him 


what had been saved from the front 
part of the house. He said Paul 
"was ^ Broke down" at this time.

Paul Asks About Rug. 


At the funeral-of Mrs. Harris Paul 


asked, according to Mr. Eakins, if 
any part of the skull had been found. 
The witness said he told Paul parts 
of the skull had been found and he 
described them to him. 


Calling the witness' attention to 


the fire again. Mr. Adams asked if 
the chimney fell, to which the witness 
replied in the affirmative. 
He said 


the upstairs radiator was lying near 
the base of the chimney m the ruins. 


The defense began cross-examina- 


tion of Mr. Eakins at 2:45 o'clock. 
Mr. Eakins said Paul cried "right 
smart" that night on the way home. 


Mr. Spaan of the defense asked 


him when he was notified of the fire.' 
The witness fixed the time at 12:20. 


Mr. Eakins' story was' unshaken 


by Spaan on cross examination. 


Mrs. Josephine Eakins 
was the 


next witness 
called 
by the State. 


Mrs. Eakiiis stated she was not at 
the fire but was at home on March 12. 
She related a conversation between 
her husband. Alva Eakins, and Paul 
Harris at the Eakins home on the 
night of the fire. Paul, according to 
Mrs. Eakin.s asked Alva what they 
saved from the house and when he 
was informed as to the contents sav- 
ed said, "0. God!1' She was not 
cross examined. 


Warder Wyatt 
testified lie 
was 


called to the Harris home about 4' 
o'clock on March 12 to take charge 
of the remains. Mr. Wyatt told the 
jury that in his estimation that which 
was found was part of a 
human 


body. 


The rug and piano stool top was 


offered to the jury by reason of the 
evidence introduced through Mr. and 
Mrs. Eakins.

He said he slept in the buggy fehfld 


Monday night and saw Paul Harris 
there that morning. T he negro took 
L. B. Harris to Gings to the train and 
returned to Ashlani farm, he said. 
He arrived there about 7:35. 
Ac- 


cording to the negro, Paul-and his 
mother were playing on the piano sad 
singing while he ate his breakfast. 


After-milking'lie cows that morn- 


ing, Cuthbertson testified, he carried 
water to the bath room because the 
pipes were frozen up. Then he did 
the feeding, he said. After that Paul 
came to the barn and told Cuthbert- 
son to hitch up and they would drive 
to Gings ^o get chickens, the .witness 
said; 


Cuthbertson .testified Paul was 


smoking a cigarette while he (Paul) 
stood ^at the bam that morning nnd 
talked to the witness who was.hauling 
feed. 
The negro said Paul yelled 


from the bath room window for -him

Trenton, N. J., May 29.—In the state 


of New Jersey Colonel Roosevelt made 
almost a clean sweep at the prima- 
ries. 
If President Taft has two out 


. of the twenty-eight delegates to the 


j national convention, he Is lucky. Prac- 
: tlcally complete returns indicate that 


Roosevelt has captured eleven of the 
twelve congressional districts and the 
four delegates-at-Iarge. This means 
that he lies captured twenty-six out of 
th^ twenty-eight delegates to the Re- 


• publican national convention^ Roose- 
• velt's representative at Trenton said 
today that the colonel would have a 
plurality of about 20.000. 


Governor Wilson won a clean-cut 


victory. His vote compared with that 
of the opposition was '6 to 1. 
The 


vote throughout the stale was light, 
being about 50 per cent of that cast on 
election day. 


The delegates-at-Iarge elected for 


Roosevelt are: John A. Fort,"Everett 
Colby, Frank B. Jess and Edgar B.

the state board of health, expected 
to be contradicted when he said, re- 
cently, .that bread made from patent 
process wheat flour, or white bread,

made from graham or "whole wheat'' 
flour, or corn bread, but he dm uot 
expect as much adverse comment as 
he received.

unable to beat down the figures sup- 
plied to Mr. Barnard by the bureau 
of chemistry of the United States 
department of agriculture on which 
he based his assertions. 


The only point which whole wlioat 


bread is shown in the figures to have 
the advantage over white bread lies 
in the protein content, winch is bet- 
ter by two-tenths of 1 per cent., and 
almost negligible quantity, iti s held 
In point of heat calorifs a pound, 
the basis of computing food value*;, 
tbe whole wheat bread is not only iu- 


:ire wheat'was given. .The manufac- 
turers of this flour claim that it is 
prepared by removing only the woody 
part of the bran, leu-ring the aleurone 
iayer^and the germ, and that it'there- 
fore contains all the nutritious part 
of the wheat kernal without the irri- 
tating bran. As a matter of fact, the 
attempts to remove only the bran do 
not seem in all cases to have been 
entirely successful, as the 
appear- 


ance of the flour often shows that 
part of the coarse material 'still re- 
mains in the flour." 


After 
discussing the nutritive 


values of flour content, the finding 
contiues. 


"The actual test of nutritive value 


however, is not the quantity of nutri- 
tive - ingredients contained in the 
flours, but the proportions that may 
be digested and absorbed from them, 
as only material that can be digested 
can serve the body for nourishment/1

seemed in many cases to result in an 
irritation of the delicate mucous lin- 
ing of the intestine. As a compromise 
between the course graham and the 
fine white flours, an intermediate pro- 
duct was placed on the market, to 
which the name 'whole wheat' or 'en- 


>e retained in spite of the crude fiber 
vhich it contains. Digestion experi- 
ments indicate, however, that tjie 
ibers makes the whole material so 
much less digestible that more pro- 
em is actually available to the body 
when the bran is excluded.

INSPECT 161 FIELDS ON TRIP 


Find Twenty-Five Poor Reids Be- 


tween Here and Greensburg— 


Only One Good. 


That conditions with reference to 


the wheat crop are not as promising 
now as they were a, month ago is the 
statement of William Xading, a well 
known grain man of this city, and 
some grain men of Greensburg and 
Ixiwreneeburg, who 'on Monday re- 
peated a one-lmudred-mile trip they 
lad made a month ago to make a 
lew observations on the outlook, says 
;he Shelbyville Democrat. 


They state that they found a man 


near Columbus 'breaking np 
sixty 


acres that was better than most of 
the fields they had classed as poor on 
:his and the former trip and that 
Vlartin Cursinger of Edinburg one of 
:he biggest fanners of that section 
lad come to the couelusion that he 
would not have an acre of harvest- 
able wheat from the three hundred 
and fifty acre crop he had put out 
last fall. 
One month ago Mr. Cur- 


;iuger had announced that he might 
have a third or half a crop. 


In classifying the fields the party 


nspeeted yesterday they announced 
that they saw between 
Shelbyville 


i-nd Franklin one good field, four- 
:cen fair fields and seven poor fields 
)f wheat. Prom Franklin to Colum- 
bus they saw four fair and thirty- 
wo poor fields. From Columbus to 
Jreensbnrg they saw six fair and 
'orty-two poor fields. From Greens- 
>nrg to Rushville, seven fair and 
,wenty-five poor fields, and 
from 


Rushville to Shelbyville six fair and 
seventeen poor fields. The total num- 
>er pf fields inspected was thus one 
mndred and sixty-one, and out of 
his great acreage thera was but one 
ield that could be classed as go'od. 


During the first trip the men ex- 


amined two hundred and fifty-nine 
fields. Many of them they found en- 
irely dead. A large percentage gave 
promise of a fair yield and the rest; 
were very poor. At this time in the 
eighteen mijes between 
Shelbyville 


nd Franklin they found three good 


fields, nine fair, fifteen poor and ten 
lead. 


On the trip from Franklin to Col- 


inibu.s, a distance of twenty miles, 
hey classed the fields viewed as fol- 
lows: Eight fair, twenty-four poor, 
and twelve dead. 


From Columbus to Greensburg. a 


distance of twenty-seven miles, they 
found the fields in the following con- 
ditions: Two fair, forty-five poor, 
twenty-five poor and five dead. 


The report 
from 
Greensburg to 


Rnshville, a distance cf twenty miles, 
showed one good field, twenty fair, 
twenty-five poor and fie dead. 


In finishing the twenty miles from 


Rushville to Shelbyville they found 
eight fair fields, thirty-three poor, 
and twenty dead.

lHE day I went crabbkig with 
I Captain Barnabas Fish I car- 


ried a basket containing all 
the',dainties that I knew the 


good captain Cloved. Be had become 
an enthusiast' about club sandwiches. 
which be-.had not tasted before this 
summer when I first made his ac- 
quaintance, and so I was careful that 
there was a goodly supply of these 
toothsome "entire meal" sandwiches In 
the lunch basket. There was also a 
great square of frosted gingerbread, 
and wrapped to a napkin .were several 
flaky plum tarts. In one corner of 
the basket was a tall bottle of dande- 
lion wine. All these delicacies were 
produced by the skillful hands of Miss 
Maria Weeks, with whom I boarded. 


Crabbing'is a favorite pastime among 


the summer visitors at Quince Haven. 
One enters, a sturdy flat bottomed 
skiff and, leaving the deeper waters 
of the bay, seeks the narrow channel 
leading into Little Quince harbor. This 
channel Is navigable only at high tide, 
and if one is so unfortunate as to re- 
main within the charming circle of 
Little Quince hills until the tide has 
ebbed it is only a three mile tramp 
around the beach to Quince Haveu, 
with another trip back to the crabbing 
grounds for the skiff wlfen the tide 
nest serves.

IN VERY BAD TASTE 


Washington Taftinj About Bra-' 


zillan's Blunder. 


Washington, May 29.—The gen- 


•ral opinion here is tlrat. Ambas- 
lador Da Gama of Brazil not only com- 
mitted a serious breach of good taste 
rat made a distinct blunder as a dip- 
omat in attacking the United States 
government for the "coffee trust" suit, 
while' speaking at the Pan-American 
lov'efeast in New York Monday night. 


The Brazilian ambassador has now 


made it impossible for the government 
10 withdraw the coffee suit or indeed 
to make any considerable concessions 
In deferente to the Brazilian govern 
ment. Similar incidents in diplomatic 
History in Washington were recalled 
many of which resulted in the dismis- 
sal of the diplomatic representative 
who figured in them. Secretary Knox 
chooses, however, to take no officia1 
notice of the Brazilian ambassador's 
remarks, even though he was' himsel 
present when the attack upon the gov 
ernmeHt was made. It has become 
known that the state department was 
not consulted about the bringing o 
suit against the Brazilian coffee syn 
dicate and that it registered its em 
phatic disapproval of the suit when i 
became aware of it. 


Ambassador Da Gama was aware o 


this before he went to the Pan-Ameri 
can dinner, yet the ambassador so 
phrased his remarks as to make it ap 
pear that the suit was being aimed 
directly at Brazil by the departmen 
of the government having in chargf 
the foreign relations rather than bj 
the department of justice concerned in 
bringing prosecutions for violations of 
the laws of the United States.

Rockefeller was to be examined, and 
the street in front of 37 Wall street 
was so jammed with curious persons 
that the police reserves were called 
out.

from Mr. Rockefeller in the two hours 
of Questioning was that he signed the 
proxies for the Waters-Pierce election 
the same as he signed proxies for all 
the other companies, because they had 
been sent to l^m for signature by per- 
sons on whom he relied. He said he 
hat! never read the supreme court de- 
cree dissolving the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of NeW Jersey, .but was positive 
that the court decree was being car- 
ried out in entire accordance with the 
directions ot the decree.

Mr. Rockefeller was 
emphatic in j 


some ot his answers when the good 
faith of the Standard in dissolving the 
trust was brought into question by his 
examiner, and'raised in his chair and 
pounded on his desk. 


The witness in the course of his ex- 


amination 
said 
the 
proxies were 


brought to him by his secretary at Us 
house, and he had no knowledge at thte 
time of signing them, of an impending 
controversy over the election of di- 
rectors. He usually signed all proxies 
his secretary- brought him. He as- 
sumed that the persons in his ofBce 
knew about a proxy when they sub- 
mitted it to him for signing them. 
How much discretion they employed 
he did not know. He knew he never 
had*been caught signing any that; was 
not to his interest. 


"State plainly, if you can. any rea- 


son why you signed the proxy without 
any explanation." 


"I signed it in the regular way with- 


out feeling that it was up to me to do 
any calculation," Rockefeller replied. 


In reply to further questions Mr. 


Rockefeller declared that the direc- 
tors of the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey are not the same as they 
were before. He did not know all the 
changes, though. 
He did not know 


whom he was to vote for; he did not 
know who specified the men. H'e could 
not be expected to give the nariies In 
the thirty-four different companies. 


Mr. Untermeyer. lost patience here 


and exclaimed: "This exceeds all pos-' 
slflle bounds. The witness won't an- 
swer a question directly. If I asked 
him if the sun were shining outside 
he would reply that the moon would 
be shining directly." 


"Do you know," persisted Mr, Un- 


termeyer, "what names are to be sent 
to you on the proxies?" 


"No, no, I am not a mind reader." 
"Had you discussed .with any of 


them how to cut loose and hold tight 
at the same time?" 


Mr. Rockefeller became visibly an- 


gry" overjthis question, and was very 
emphatic when he replied: 


"There has been no discussion about 


cutting loose and holding tight. I hap- 
pen to know something about tha.t." 


Being pressed to tell what he knew, 


witness answered, "It is ail being ar- 
ranged one way and that is in accord- 
ance with the spirit of the decree of 
dissolution."

With .the passing of the resolution 


proposed^"by Senator Smith and thu 
submission of the report, the senate 
concluded its work on 'the Titanic .af- 
fair so (|r as/this session of congress 
is concerned. 


The report .remitted those respon- 


sible \f or alleged violations of. tha laws 
to! Great Britain for punishment, and 
distributes the blame a_s follows: 
' Captain Stanley Lord of liner Cali- 
foriari—'for' Ignoring distress rockets, 
from "indifference or carelessness," 
when. lessj^han nineteen miles fre, 
the -Titanic.^ 


Captain Smith of the Titanic—for 


Ignoring repeated ice warnings, with- 
out decreasing maximum speed, 'doub- 
ling lookouts, or warning passengers 
after collision. 


Operators of Titanic—for refusing 


details of accident to the steamer 
Frankfurt when asked to explain C. 
Q. D. 


Titanic's officers—for failing to no- 


tify passengers; 
neglecting to load 


lifeboats to capacity, and absence of 
discipline.

British Bo'ard of Trade—for cursory

Supreme Court Holds That Nothing in 


the Local Option Statute Shall In- 
terfere in Any Manner With the Will 
of thex People aa Expressed Through 
the Exercise of a Remonstrance Un- 
der Operations of the Moore Law. 


Indianapolis, May 29.— "Drys" have 


the right 'under the law to use any or 
all the means provided by law to pre- 
vent the granting' of saloon licenses by 
a board of county commissioners, so 
the supreme court has just ruled; also 
that the adoption of one plan by the 
"drys" does not prevent them from 
using any other legal means at their. 
command to accomplish the end. The 
case came up en appeal from a dec!-, 
sion of the Orange circuit court, and 
will put six saloons in French Lick 
township out of business. 


Shortly after the 
passage of the 


Proctor local option law in 19JJ, some 
of the residents of French Lick town- 
ship asked for a local option election. 
The election resulted in 'a "wet" vic- 
tory by a majority of 120. Th<3 "drys" 
became fearful of the prospective re- 
sult, and the 'day before the election 
they filed a remonstrance against thg 
granting of any saloon licenses within

The supreme court says that the 


Proctor law plainly says that that law 
shall not intany manner interfere with 
the operation of^he Moore remon- 
strance law. It says the persons op- 
posed to saloons have $he right to use 
any and all of the law's still in force, 
providing for a curbing of the liquor 
traffic, and that the use or one does 
not deprive them of the use of another 
method.

The couple had vio- 
lent quarrels, neighbors say, Bovinet 
objecting to the manner In which his 
wife keplLthe- house and prepared his 
meals. ' Bovinet had declared to out- 
siders he would kill either her or him- 
self.

He said he had talked to 


Morgan only twice. Cuthbertson was 
asked concerning a 'trip he made to 
the Harris farm with Morgan. Kip- 
linger and the sheriff. 
He said he 


couldn't remember just who he talked 
with but that he didn't talk to Mor- 
gan on this occasion. 


"Is your memory good or bad? 


suddenly asked Spaan. 


"Good." replied the negro. 
The witness was pressed to answer 


questions concerning the number of 
times he talked to the counsel for the. 
State. He was very certain that he 
Jiad talked to Kiplinger only three 
times. 
He declared that he nevei 


talked io the sheriff or to Coroner 
Sh.-iuck except during the inquests 
loiter he snid he was not certain the 
exact number of times he had talkei 
to Kiplinger. 


Office Consultation. 


Spaan developed the fact that Culli- 


bertson had been held in jail uudci 
bond as a State's witness. He was. 
asked to whom.'lie had talked while 
he was under the custody 
of 
the 


sheriff and he replied no one. Paul 
Harris' lawyer asked the negro if.' it 
were not true that he liad been taken 
in an i..tfice last night by the State's 
attorneys to talk about this case. 


Me was pressed to tell who all was

prosecutor. lie said the

gro still insisted that he had not 
talked to anyone in jail.

Then Spaan asked the negro it' he 


did not kn-cw the defense had been 
given permission to question him by 
an order of court. He said he knew 
nothing about it. 
Spaan asked if it 


were not a fact 
that Cuthbertson 


himself had not been taken over to 
Watson. Titsworth & Green's office 
by the sheriff the other night and 
that he refused to talk 
about the 


case at all. Cuthbertson admitted he 
had. He was asked if the sheriff ha«i 
not stood outside the door and had 
not knocked and told the attorneys 
he had to take the negro away. Cnth- 
bertson said this was the case. 


"On The Other Side." 


Spaan shot question after question 


the next few moments and Cnthbert- 
son seemed confused for the 
first 


time during his gruelling cross-exam- 
ination. 
He was aeked why he re- 


fused to talk to the defendant's at- 
torneys when they asked for 
the 


facts of the case. 


Cuthbertson 
mnmbled something 


and finally blurted out that'he did riot 
want to talk and let "you fellows" 
get him all tangled up becanse.he was 
"on the other side."

The negro said he was 
born and reared in North Carolina, 
Srst went to Virginia and then came 
to Rash county about six years ago." 
The negro said he later, worked at 
Gbnnersville, then for John Gray be- 
tween here and Glenwood and later in 
Tom Overton's restaurant in Indiana- 
polis. 


Taken For Loitering. 


He declared he was never arrested 


during his eight months' stay in In- 
dianapolis. Spaan asked the negro 
if,he were not taken into custody 
when a place in Indianapolis w.as 
raided. The negro insisted he was 
not arrested, but was taken to jail'for 
not working and was released the 
next morning. The attorney termed 
that loitering. 


"Did you ever shoot craps?" asked 


Spaan. 


"Yes, but not here," answered the 


negro hastily and he smiled broadly. 


Later Cuthbertson admitted he had 


shot craps at Marvin Lively's place 
on the east side of the square when 
he was asked if he tad not escaped 
over the roof one night 
when 
the 


place was raided. 
He was asked if 


he did not loaf around pool rooms 
much of the time and he said he did 
when he felt like it. 


Cuthbertson, in answer to Spaan's 


questions, admitted he had hit a col- 
ored man named Johnson, while he 
stood in front of Lytie's drug store, 
aud he ran to escape being arrested. 


The negro was questioned as to 


another escapade when, he was al- 
leged by the attorney to have had a 
fight with another negro, in which 
knives were used, while coming down 
to Connersville from Fort Wayne on 
an -excursion. He: said that he had 
had a fight on such an 
excursion 


train in 1910. 


Enters Denial. 


"On the afternoon of March 12," 


asked Mr. Spaan, "did not Simp Dav- 
is ask you: 'Where is Mrs. Harris?' 
and you replied: 'She is out there,' 
and Mr. Davis said: 
'How do you 


know?' and you replied: 'She came 
to the back door and 
kissed 
Paul 


goodbye on the back porch1?'" 


He denied that lie ever made such 


a statement. Spaan asked if he had 
not made that statement to at least 
fifteen or twenty other men—the at- 
torney reading their 
names—and 


Cuthbertson asserted—shaking his 
head all the while—that he never said 
such a thing to anyone of them.
